ST. LOUIS. June 1 7 —The silver men 
continued in conference today and 
reported that they have the signatures 
of twenty-six delegates to their declara- 
tion of independence, which sets forth 
their principles and recommends that 
all parties and organizations opposed 
to the gold standard unite in support- 
ing Senator Teller for president. There 
is a strong effort being made to get the 
delegates who did not withdraw from 
the convention to sign this appeal to 
the people. 


There have been conferences with 
representatives of the populists and 
with the bimetallic league for them to 
endorse 
Teller and organize such 
a strong fusion against the gold stand- 
ard as to induce the democratic na- 
tional convention also to endorse Teller 
as the fusion candidate for president. 


The silver bolters have been con- 
ferring during the night and day with 
ex-Governor Francis and members of 
the democratic national 
committee 
relative to their action. 
They have no 
assurances from tbe democratic man. 
agers, but have been invited to send 
representatives to the democratic na- 
tional convention at Chicago 
next 
month to confer with the party. The 
silver men say that Senator Teller is 
the mm in their opinion on whom all 
the anti-gold men could unite, but that 
they are willing to co operate when 
they cm consistently do so to defeat 
the gold standard, and they are not 
seeking to press Senator Teller so 
much as they are to secure relief from 
the power of the gpld men. 


The silver men will continue their 
conference tonight and tomorrow and 
will keep up their work till all the 
national conventions have been held 
with a view to perfecting a general 
fusion. The silver men did not want 
to give out their address today because 
they have not had an opportunity to 
get the signatures of all wanting to 
join in the movement. But as most of 
the delegates have le't, and as there 
will be further conferences, it was 
finally given out with tbe signatures of 
twenty six delegates. There were only 
twenty three who walked out of the 
convention. 


The silver conferees claim that they 
have not more than half the signatures 
that were promised. It is also known 
that there is a dlfiference of opinion 
among the silver delegates and some 
who denounce the gold standard are 
not in favor of the independent move- 
ment. The address issued is as fol- 
lows: 


In announcing the purpose asserted 
in this paper, it is due to our constitu- 
ents and to ourselves that there shall 
be a public showing of vindicating 
facts. The sole authorized expression 
of national republican facts from June 
9, 1892 until the present date, has teen 
the platform adopted in national con- 
vention at Minneapolis. Neither the 
numerous state conventions nor the 
protests of individuals could change 
the tenor of that platform, or abate the 
sancticity of binding force. 
Every 
delegate to this convention was elected 
as its adherent and its advocate. 
True, 
one of its most important paragraphs 
has been subjected to such a divergence 
oi construction as to make its language 
unsatisfactory during the intervening 
time and dangerous, if continued in 
the future; but of the intent contained 
within that language there has never 
been a doubt. It is the rightful prov- 
ince of this convention to revise the 
party tenets and to announce anew the 
party purpose. The majority of this 
conventioa in the exercise of such 
authority hag this day made official 
enunciation of republican law and 
gospel. 


With much of the platform we agree; 
believing that in many essential par- 
ticulars it compasses the needs of 
humanity, affirms the maintenance of 
rifrht and proposes the just remedy for 
wjong. It declares one element, any 
principle, not only in direct contrast 
to the expression of party faith in 1892, 
but in radical opposition to our solemn 
conviction. We recognize that in all 
matters of mere method it is proper 
and helpful that the minority shall 
yield to the will of the majority, 
lest 
we have 
chaos 
in 
parties 
and in 
government. 
But as no 
pronouncement 
by majorities c^o 
change opposing knowledge or belief 
sincerely entertained, BO it 
cannot 
oblige minoritiei to abandon or dis- 
avow their principles. Assuredly, as it 
is requisite for peace and progress that 
minorities shall yield to majorities in 
matters of mere method, just BO surely 
is it necessary for that same peace and 
progress that minorities shall not yield 
in matters of fundamental truth. 


The republican platform of 1892 
affirmed that the Americaa 
people 
from tradition and interest faToied 


bimetallism and demanded the use of 
both gold and silver as the standard 
money. This was accepted by us—a 
declaration in behalf of the principle 
upon which rests the iaierest of every 
citizen and the safety of the United 
States. In euch terms the platform 
was then satisfactory to the believers 
in bimetallism and our party, and only 
because of equivocal construction and 
evasion has it eince been deoionetrated 
to be insufficient. 


As the declaration of 1892 has been 
by a majority of the party construed to 
justify a single gold standard for our 
monetary basiâ, and as the recent trend 
of the official power of the party has 
been in that direction, we can but 
assume that the money plank of the 
new platform, being much more favor- 
able to perpetuate gold monometallism, 
will be determinedly used in behalf of 
that idea. The republican party has 
won its power and renown by pursuing 
its purposes courageously and relent- 
lessly. It is, therefore, only in accord- 
ance with the party's history to assume 
that if it shall come to present author- 
ity in the United States, it will crystal- 
iza into the law and administration 
under this tempting 
platform the 
perpetual single gold standard in our 
finances. 
This, if long continued, will 
mean the absolute ruin of the pro- 
ducers of the country and fiaally of the 
nation itself. 


The American people not only fivor 
bimetallism from tradition and interest, 
but from that wise instinct which has 
always been manifest in the affairs of 
the people destined for the world's 
leadership. Under the operation of 
our great demand for advancement we 
have become to other nations the 
greatest debtor nation of the world. 
We pay the vast charges, which everv 
year accumulates against us in the 
clearing house of the world with the 
money o? the world produced by the 
disposal * of our commodities in the 
markets of the world. We are a nation 
of producers. Our creditors are nations 
of consumers. Any system of inter- 
national or national finance which ele- 
vates the price of human products 
makes our burden lighter and gives 
promise of that day when it shall be 
entirely lifted and our country freed 
financially as it is politicftlly from the 
denomination of monarchy and foreign 
autocracy. 


Any system of finance which tends 
to depreciate the price of human pro- 
ductions, which we must sell abroad, 
but so far adds ^ to the burden ot our 
debt, and conveys a threat of the per- 
petual servitude of the producers of 
our debtor nation to the consumers of 
creditor nations. To use it Ì6 a folly 
without a parallel that this country or 
any 
political 
party therein should 
deliberately accept a money system 
which enriches others at our cost. 
History, philosophy, morals, all join 
with the commonest instinct of self 
preservation in demanding that the 
United States shall have a just and sub- 
stantially 
unvarying standard com- 
posed of all available gold and silver 
and with it our country will progress 
to financial enfranchisements. 
But 
with 
a single 
gold standard the 
country will go on to worse destruction; 
to continued 
falliog 
prices 
until 
our people would become hewers of 
wood and the drawers of water for the 
consumers in creditor nations of the 
earth. 


To such an unholy end we will 
not lend ourselves. 
Dear as has 
been 
the 
republican 
name 
to 
us adherents that name is not so 
dear 
as the 
faith 
itself, and 
we do not sacrifice one jot or title of 
the mighty principles by which republi- 
canism has uplifted the world when we 
say that at the parting of the ways we 
cling to the faith, let thé name go 
where it will. 
We hold that this con- 
vention has seceded from the truth; 
that the triumph of such secession 
would be the eventful destruction of 
our freedom and our civilization. To 
that end the people will not knowingly 
follow any political 
party; and we 
chose to take our place in the ranks of 
the great mass of citizens, who realize 
that the hour has come for justice. 
Did we deem this issue less important 
to humanity we would yield, since the 
associations of all our political lives 
have been intertwined with the men 
and the measures of this party of past 
mighty achievements. 
But the people 
cry aloud for relief ; they are bending 
beneath a burden growing heavier with 
the passing hours; endeavor no longer 
brings ita just reward; fearfulnesstnkes 
the place of courace, and despair usurps 
the throne of hope; and unleaa the laws 
of the country and tbe policies of the 
political parties shall be converted into 
mediums of redress, the effect of human 
desperation may seem to be witnessed 
here as in other lands and in other 
ages. 


Accepting the fiat of this convention 
as the present purpose of the party, we 
withdraw from this convention to re- 
turn our constituants the authority 
with which they invested us, believing 
that we have better discharged their 
trust by this action which restores to 
them authority unsullied than by giv- 
icg corwardly and insincere erdorse- 
raent to the greatest wrong ever wiifully 
aitempted within the republican party 
—once redeemer of the people, but now 
about to become their oppressor, unless 
providentially restrained by the votes 
of free men.

TICKET COMPLETED. 


Republicans Select Hobart for 
Vice President. 


The Career of the arominee-He is a 
Wealthy Man anil Prominent in 
Eastern Money €lrclcii. 


ST. 
LOUIS, June 19 —Immediately 
after the completion of the nomination 
of McKinley at the republican national 
convention last evening and the pro- 
ceedings 
making 
the 
nomination 
unanimous, the convention, on motion 
of Mr. Lodge, proceeded with the nomi- 
nation of the candidate for vice presi- 
dent. 
It was then 6:15 p m. and tbe 
convention had been in sesbion eight 
hours. 
Senator 
Lodge moved that 
speeches be limited to fiye minutes. 
There was so little interest in the sec- 
ond place or so prevalent an appetite 
fordinner that in fi7e minutes the 
galleries had been deserted by two- 
thirds of tbe saat holders. 


Franklin Fort nominated Garrett A. 
Hobart, of New Jereey; William K. 
Allen nominated Gov. Chase Lippet, of 
Rhode Island, Mr. Randolph named 
Henry Clay Evans, and B. F. Bailey 
named Gov. James A. Walker. 


The roll call began at 7:10. When 
Pennsylvania cast her sixty-four votes 
for Hobart. his nomination was gained 
and the delegates began to leave. 


Pending tbe announcement of the 
vote a resolution was adopted, making 
Chairman Thurston chairman of the 
committee to inform th'e presidential 
nominee of his election, and Temporary 
Chairman Fairbanks, head of the com- 
mittee to wait on the vice president for 
the same purpose, A resolution was 
adopted thanking the city of St. Louis 
for fulfilling all its promises in the in- 
terim of the conventon. 


Before the announcement of the vote 
had been made, there was a rush from 
the hall. The nomination of Hobari 
was made unanimous. 
The totals wert: 
Hobart, 533^; Evans, 286J; Buckley, 
39; Walker, 24; Lippet. 8; T. B Reed, 
3; Fred Grant, 2; Depew, 3; Morton, 
1; Thurston, 2; absent, 39; Brown, 2 
After the announcement of the result 
the convention adjourned sine die at 
7:50 p. m. 


Mr. Hobart, the nominee for vice 
president, was born in New Jersey 
fifty-two years ago. His father was a 
man of wealth and young Hobart, aitei 
receiving an education 
at 
college, 
studied law and was admitted to the 
bar. He began practice at Patterson, 
N. J., find early in his career entered 
politics. His capacity for leadership 
was recognized when he was elected to 
the legislature. 
His Iccal fame had 
preceded him and his fellow legislators 
insisted on placing him in the chair. 
He was speaker of the NefV Jersey 
house at twenty seven years of age. 
Two terms he served in the lower 
house and was then senator for three 
terms. When he left the New Jersey 
senate he was president of that body. 
Many times did Mr. Hobart's friends 
beg him to accept congiessional honors, 
but as oft«n did he refuse. 
He pre- 
ferred his law practice and the freedom 
it aff'orded him of playing at the game 
—that deepest in his desires—of na- 
tional politics. Mr. Hobart is a rich 
man, and, although a resident of New 
Jersey, his business associations are 
largely in New York and he has a wide 
acquaintance among the 
financiers, 
railroad managers and bankers of lower 
Broadway.

CANTON, 0 . , June 1 9 — T h e Canton 
party from St. Louis will be home 
tonight. 
The special trains left St 
Louis last night and will come through 
from Orville to Canton by a special 
engine at about 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. They wired Governor McKinley 
last night, "Canton contingent send 
you congratulations. 
We leave here 
for Canton tonight," The Canton party, 
however, will not come alone. 
The 
50,000 people who tried to make per- 
sonal greeting to Governor McKinley 
last night will be augmented daily by 
the most tremendous political excur- 
sions the country has ever seen. 


The first telegraphic announcement 
of far away visitors to follow the 
Alliance, Akron, Massillon and Niles 
contingents of last night was a telegram 
this morning from J. E, Milholland, of 
New York, to Governor McKinley, 
saying: 'The New York McKinley 
league will congratulate you personally 
at Canton 
tomoirow." 
The New 
Yorkers will probably reach here this 
evening. According to a telegram from 
Cleveland this morning ten train loads 
of people are arranging to come here 
from the Forest City within a lew 
days and railroad men say that dozens 
of train loads of people have contracted 
to atop at Canton on their way home 
from St. Louis. Friday morning the 
Pitisburg office of the Western Union 
reported that there were congratulatory 
telegrams piled up several feet high in 
their offica which it was impossible to 
send owing to the crush of matter there. 
Up to that time Eeteral thousand had 
been received by Governor McKinley, 
the rush beginning even before the 
nomination was announced, and are 
still continuing. 


FOREIGN COMMENT 
On the >TorK of the St. lioiii» Conven- 
tion. 


LONDON, June 19.—Commenting on 
the St. Louis conventinu, the daily 
News says: "The important f&ct is not 
Mr. McKinley's nomination, which was 
generally anticipated, but that he is 
compelled to stand on a gold platform. 
It shows ihst the great party which is 
now believed to control the political 
destinies of the United States has 
repudiated all designs of tampering 
with the currency." 


"It also forces Mr. McKinley to fight 
rather as a monometalist than as a 
protectionist. 
President Cleveland has 
done his best to relieve the democrats 
from the suspicion of financial un- 
eoucdnees. But they are not all ortho- 
dox economists like Mr. Cleveland, 
and Mr. McKinley will have to uphold 
the flag of commercial honesty. It is 
true that the republican convention 
accepted bimetallism as a practical 
policy if carried out by international 
agreement. 
But as no such agreement 
is possible, this pious opinion may be j 
neglected. 


"The republicans must be congrau- 
lated, if not upon their candidate, at 
least upon their re'uaal to have any- 
thing to do with mischievous delu- 
sions." 


The Graphic says: "Mr. McKinley 
will have his hauds full if he coneci- 
entioufely tries to, realize the platform 
adopted. The emphatic declaration in 
favor of gold side by side with the 
solemn progreesion of ultra protection- 
ism is proof that ceonomy and heresy 
is hide bound against the more obvious 
truths of the orthodox schools."

INDIANAPOLIS, June 19 —Interest in a 
C5se which caused a profound sensation 
throughout northern Indiana in 1893 
was revived here yesterday by the par- 
don by Governor Matthews of Mrs. 
Nellie C. Payne, of Benton county- who 
was sent to the female reformatory for 
four years for seriously shooting her 
husband. Payne was a prominent drug- 
gist of Fowler, and one night he was 
shot while asleep in his bed The in- 
vestigation by the grand jury brought 
out the fact that Mrs. Payne was in- 
sanely jealous of her husband, and. 
though reluctant to testify, he was 
was forced to accuse her of her attempt- 
ed murder. 
Friends have been urging 
her pardon for some months and yes- 
d:iy It was issued. 


I n a pathetic letter to the governor 
app?aliDg for clemency, the prisoner 
Bi->oke ot hf-r home and her daughter, 
and said: "From the day 1 left home, 
with my little one clinging to my 
bund, begging me to promise that 1 
would return that evening, not only 
have 1 never seen her, but within two 
years of that time husband, child and 
home—everything that 1 hold most 
de?.r—have been given to another 
woman. Unless 1 find favor with you 
1 must face the world's contempt and 
sneers as a discharged convict and 
throughout her life my child must 
suffer the same shame and humiliation 
on my account."

Tlieir State Convention Declares 
for Bimettalligm 


And tlie Free ami Unlimitc«! Coinage 
of Silver at the Ratio 
Of 1» to 1. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 19—The 
democratic state convention was in 
session until 2:15 o'clock this morning, 
the greater part of the time being taken 
up in a hot fight over the question of 
expressing a choice for a presidential 
candidate. 
A resolution instructing 
the national delegates for Bland was 
vigorously opposed by Senators Jones 
and Berry, but was finally adopted by a 
vote of 420 to 327. The platform 
adopted makes no reference to the 
national administration. The financial 
plank is as follows: • 


We iavor a bimetallism and to that 
end, we insist upon the free and un- 
limited coinage of both gold and silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 as money of final 
redemption with equal legal tender 
powers, independent of the action of 
any other nation. We are opposed to 
the issue of interest bearing bonds for 
any purposes in time of peace. We de- 
mand that the government shall not 
surrender, but shall always exercise its 
lawful option 
to redeem its obli 
gâtions in either gold or silver as 
may be most 
convenient. We de- 
mand the repeal of the present laws 
discrediting the silver money of the 
nation and legalizing private contracts 
payable in gold alone. We are opposed 
to the national banking system and 
favor only the money of the constitu- 
tion, and we believe that the power and 
duty of the government to furnish a 
circulating medium should not be dele- 
gated to any private corporation.

BOND ISSUES DECLARED ILLEGAL.

Indiana Cities Not Authorized toBnild 
Court Ilonses. 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 19.—During the 
attempt to remove the county seat of 
Clark county from Charlestown to 
Jeffersonville the latter city took upon 
itself the charge of the purchase of 
grounds and the cost of erection of a 
new jail and court house and issued 
bonds in three series for that purpose, 
the last series being for $87,000, Re- 
cently it was determined to refund 
these bonds at a lower rate of interest 
and Newton H. Myers, a 
citizea, 
brought suit to enjoin the authorities, 
alleging that the is&ue was illegal. 


In a decision by Judge Hackney, the 
supreme court sustains the view taken 
by Myers and declares that the issue of 
$87,000 in bonds is illegal and uncoi- 
lectable. The court holds that there 
is no authority given by statute to 
cities to build court houses and jails, 
and that bonds issued for that purpose 
are clearly not authorized. 
The ex- 
pense incident to euch buildings is a 
county and not a city expense and the 
authorities of Jeffersonville were acting 
without authority of law when the 
bonds were issued. 


The court also finds that the city had 
already exceeded the constitutional 
limit of indebtednesà when the bonds 
were issued. It is not known here 
who holds the bonds, but the court 
declares that the holders have no rights 
under the guise of innocent purchasers 
when authority was vTauting to iasue 
the bonds.

On every hand can be seen evidences 
of thrift and well directed enterprise, 
Fine buildings are springing up along 
its business thoroughfares, while beau- 
tiful residences are adding interest to 
the surroundings. 
Fine public build- 
ings have been erected by the city and 
a $500,000 court house is soon to grace 
the public square. 
Fort Wayne is a 
wide awake enterprising modern city. 


McKinley's ITominatlon. 


In the nomination of William Mc- 
Kinley as thèir candidate for president 
the republican national convention has 
done what everybody 
supposed it 
would do. 
He was the idol of his 
party and this hero worship was the 
means of bringing about his selec 
tion as the standard bearer of his 
party in this presidential campaign 
year. 
Party idols, 
however, 
have 
not always been successful as candi 
dates for the presidency. 
History 
has recorded their failures. James G. 
Blaine was more a party idol than 
McEinley has ever been and yet he 
was defeated in the presidential race. 
The same fate may come to McKinley 
in November, if the democracy are 
wise in the selection of a ticket and 
the formulation of a platform of 
principles. 
Without decided opinions 
of his own on the money question, 
McEinley, in accepting the nomina- 
tion, 
is, of course, expected to 
be with his party in their déclara 
tions, and with these views he will go 
before the country. 
If McKinley 
stands for any one idea it is the idea of 
protection, and the author of the high 
protective tariff bill which bears his 
name. 
This secured his nomination 
but it has not, and will not, prove 
popular with the people. 
The McKin- 
ley bill was not in the interest of the 
people. It was in the interest of the 
manufacturers who specified the rate of 
duty on evQry article which they pro- 
duced for the market. 
The manufac 
turers named the tast^ for thè people 
to pay, and they have long since made 
up their mind that they have too many 
of these kind of taxes to pay. 
With 
the silver delegates bolting the plat 
form, as they did, and the silver states 
arrayed against the republican ticket, 
McKinley and Hobart will not have 
easy sailing into the chairs of the presi- 
dent and vice president at the national 
capital. 


Democratic State Convention. 
The democratic state convention will 
be held next Wednesday in Tomlinson 
hall, at Indianapolis. 
Other politics 
has absobed so much attention of late 
that little has been said of the conven- 
tion. 
This "other politics" has, how- 
ever, brought elements to the front 
which will make the convention one of 
the most exciting in the history of the 
party in Indiana. 
The contest over 
silver wilLbe, or at least has been in all 
of the preliminary sparring, paramount 
to the nomination of a ticket. 
Candi- 
dates have been comparatively few. At 
this late day new ones are entering the 
race, seeing a chance in the absence of 
sharp competition. 
Some of the candi 
dates of two years ago are seeking re- 
nomination and cite precedent in their 
claim that it ia customary to renominate 
a defeated ticket.

The speech of ex-Gov. J. B. Foraker, 
of 
Ohio, nominating McKinley for 
president at the republican national 
convention was as follows: 
Mr, Chairman and (ientlemen of the Con- 
vention : 
It would be exceedingly difficult, if 
not entirely impossible, to exaggerate 
the disagreeable experiences of the last 
four years. 
The grand aggregate of 
the multitudinous bad results of a 
democratic 
national 
administration 
may be summed up as one stupendous 
disaster; it has been a disaster, how- 
ever, not without at least one redeem 
ing feature; it has been fair—nobody 
has escaped it. [Laughter] It has 
fallen equally alike upon all sections of 
our country, and all classes of our 
people, the republican and the demo- 
crat, the rich and the poor, the high 
and the low, have suffered in common. 
Idleness and its consequent poverty 
and distress have been ¡.the rewards 
of labor;

and expectations of the American peo- 
ple. 
It remains for us now at the last 
crowning of our work here to complete 
our ; task by nominatiog a good candi- 
date. 


The people want a good republican, 
they want something more than a wise 
patriotic statesman, they want a man 
who embodies in himself not only all of 
those essential qualifications, but who, 
in addition, in the highest possible 
degree, typifies in a monetary charac- 
ter, in record, in ambition and in pur- 
pose the exact opposite of all that is 
signified and represented by the free 
trade, deficit making, bond issuing, 
labor saving democratic administration. 
[Cheers J I stand hereto present to 
this convention such Q man. His name 
is William McKinley. 


Senator Foraker got no farther than 
the name of the Ohio statesman.

They 
have already been shot and shot in 
vain; the quiver is empty and he un- 
touched, and that is so because the 
people know him, trust him, believe 
him, love him, and no efforts to dis- 
parage him can succeed.

A CRIPPLE FOR LIFE. 


Celestine V. Vesseriat Badly In- 
jured Liust Night.

Ceiesiioe C. Yessf-riat, a Nickel Plate 
car inspector, is lying in a most precari- 
ous condition at St. Joseph hospital.

The accident was witnessed by 
some of the employes and the poor 
fellow was picked up and tenderly 
cared for. 
He remained conscious a 
half hour after the accident, fainting as 
he was being lifted into the ambulance 
to be conveyed to the hospital. Dr. J

met 
the 
wounded 
man at the hoBpitai and after an exam- 
ination declcared that his left leg and 
his right heel must be amputated. The 
wheels had passed over the left limb 
between the knee and the hip and bad 
crushed the right heel into a pulp. 
During the night Dr. Dinnen ampu- 
tated the limb and heel and the patient 
parsed through the severe ordeal much 
better than expected. He is a robust 
man, with an iron constitution, and the 
at^nding surgeon has some hopes of 
his recovery.
